Board budget preserves, adds programs

Public school trustees passed a 
$■131 .-1-million budget last Tuesday that 
supports existing programs and kicks in 

“All programs and services we have 
been operating this past school year will 
continue,” District School Board of Nia¬ 
gara finance committee chair Dalt Clark 
told trustees. 

"I think it'savery good budget... one 
next year.” 

Trustees unanimously passed a bal¬ 
anced 2014-15 budget that completes 
the rollout of full-day kindergarten and 
boosts some student supports. 

It includes more than $1.2 million in 
special education enhancements, part of 
four years of new special education fund¬ 
ing from the provincial education minis¬ 
try. 


The budget also folds in $1.7 million 
from the ministry for full-day kindergar¬ 
ten at the DSBN’s 15 remaining school 
sites. 

In total, it is an increase from last 
year’s $417.6-million budget, or about 
$13.8 million more and includes about 
$4.7 million in accumulated surplus, or 

Clark said the surplus spending weaves 
in with increased provincial funding 
for special education over four years to 
DSBN that will likely make the effect 
at least revenue-neutral to the board 
budget. 

“I believe (using the surplus) is very 
much sustainable,” he said. "We have 
always been very conservative in terms 
of our budget income and... the last four 
or five years, we've always had a budget-

□ ENVIRONMENT: Canadian shippers say they'll be hurt by new U.S. rules 

Great Lakes ballast 
battle goes international

Canadian efforts to make U.S. 
ballast regulations more uniform 
are sailing into friendlier political 
waters south of the border. 

At issue are Environmental 
Protection Agency measures that 
were enacted there this year. They 
will demand the use of strict bal- 

limit the spread of aquatic inva¬ 
sive species. 

Canadian fleet operators say 
currently, there are no systems 
available for use on the freshwa¬ 
ter Great Lakes that could meet 
the EPA’s stringent rules. 

Without updated technology, 
that could block domestic car¬ 
riers from crossing American 
waters along the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence. That would effectively 
shut down water trade there for 
non-compliant ships. 

exemptions being offered by 
the EPA. However, opponents of 
the new ballast regulations say 
at least half the Canadian fleet 
would not be eligible, while a 
large majority of the U.S. fleet 
would be exempted. 

In late April, a statement from 
St. Catharines MP Rick Dykstra 
said 11 U.S. Congress members 
added their support to a biparti¬ 
san letter to the EPA “raising the 
issue of recent ballast water regu¬ 
lations that are discriminatory to 
the Canadian flagged fleet." 

The issue was also brought up 
at a Congressional hearing. 

Greg Wight of Algoma Central 
Corp. is blunt about the issue. 

“It is very problematic,” said 
Wight, CEO and president of the 
St. Catharines-based firm that 
operates a large fleet of domestic 
dry-bulk and product tankers. 

"There’s no ballast water equip¬ 
ment currently available which 
we could install that would be 
approved or work." 

Wight said while the U.S. bal¬ 
last water regulations are now in 
place, “you don’t have to install 
new equipment until the next 
dry docking cycle... for all of our 
ships, that’s a couple of years 

He said if the ballast-cleaning 


able, its expensive installation 
would be mandatory and bur¬ 
densome. 

He also spoke to what he sees 
as a lack of fairness in the rules as 
they apply to the American fleet, 
adding it’s a competitive issue. 

"We compete with the U.S. fleet 
and they’re being exempted.” 

Dykstra agrees, saying work 
on the file indicates the EPA has 
“used the environment to make 
an economic decision.” 

“It’s clear that if the EPA is 
truly concerned about ballast 
water issues, they wouldn’t have 
exempted American ships built 
before 2009 (and solely operating 
west of Anticosti Island)... that 
have terrible emission controls," 
said the MP. 

coming after Canadian ships 

Dyskstra added: “I think we are 
making progress. 

"I’ve been to Washington 
D.C. (many times) on this issue 

and congressional representa¬ 
tives engaged in the process. 
They understand the difficulties 
we will face and also the impact 
this could have on U.S. compa¬ 
nies that use Canadian vessels to 

In a followup interview last 
week, Dykstra said the efforts 
are gathering momentum and 
involve both Democratic and 
Republican lawmakers in the U.S. 

One letter has been sent to the 
EPA asking it to "clarify exactly 
why they took the position they 
did, and 11 congressmen signed 
that letter." 

Earlier this month, a Canada- 

mittee, of which Dykstra is vice¬ 
chair, met in Ottawa with four 
congressmen and five senators 
attending. 

Dykstra said a panel discussion 
was held on the ballast-water 
issue “and all five of them... in a 
bipartisan way have agreed to fol¬ 
low up,” including possible leg¬ 
islation that could “correct the 
decision the EPA made.” 

The ballast file has been on 
ongoing saga that has been a 
political football in the U.S. 


In 2012, New York state said it 

for ballast water rules, instead of 
an earlier proposal that would 
have imposed standards far 
higher than International Mari¬ 
time Organization rules that had 
governed the cleaning of ships' 


That change in position fol¬ 
lowed backlash from the St. Law¬ 
rence-Great Lakes maritime 
industry over the possible rule 
changes that would shut down 
the system. 

Critics then also charged 
the proposed rules could have 
stopped shipping traffic through 
the St. Lawrence Seaway in New 
York waters because the technol¬ 
ogy isn’t there to meet the stand- 

The state said it would still con¬ 
tinue to lobby for higher stand- 


“This is an important issue 
for our ship owner members," 
said Stephen Brooks, president 
of the Ottawa-based Chamber 
of Marine Commerce, which 
describes itself as the voice of the 
commercial marine industry. 

“It’s about the impossibility of 
meeting regulations with no tech¬ 
nology existing to meet them. It's 
also an issue for the chamber’s 
shipper members... large indus¬ 
trial companies that ultimately 
have to pay for these systems 
if and when they’re eventually 
available.” 

He said estimates now are indi¬ 
cate those systems could possibly 
cost more than $4 million apiece 
"and won't substantially add any 

Lakes than what’s in place now.” 

"It’s a real dilemma and a 
conundrum,” Brooks said. 

Wight said the other unknown 
is how the federal government 
will roll out future ballast rules. 
It's his opinion that any regula- 

consistent in Canada and the
